The proposed move would have tho advanteagsa of bringing togethsr all of the 
employees of the newspaper, giving them full control of the building as vell. 


2, There has been considerable discussion to the effect that the Tribuna Fepuler will 
incorporate nage independent onterpriess, such as the Editorial Vitoria, 
Bistribuidore Anteu Ltde. (distributing egency for material published by PCB 
publishing houses), ser possibly 4 Glasse Operaria. Such an incorporation would 
strengthen the Tritume Popular and would, according to the Communists, <onder 1% 
more capable of resisting the capitalist snercoachments, This move woul’ result 
in the consolidation of ail Commmist publishing houses. In the event chat thia 
move is acconplished, the Tribune Populer will then become a general clearing 
house for the Commmists and for the directors of the Party, As the vaslous 
branches of the Party are located in many places in the clty, it is difficult for 
State Directors to find the real headquerters of the Party Directors. Psdro Fomr, 
the only Party Director who is easily reached because he is known to be ith the 
Tribune Popular, is not always able to decide upon ths problems presen! :s.. him by 
the visiting dirsctora. Consequently, the Party leaders desire to make “he news 
paper offices their headquarters. Furthermore, thoy feel that any one eco might 
wish to consult them there would not easily be distinguished from the ©: loyeea 
who are ordinarily scon ontering the edjtorial offices.
